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CHANGE THE PROGRAM YEAR? 


Now that our denomination has changed its 
fiscal year to coincide with the chronologi- 
cal year, many persons are asking whether we 
will make a corresponding change in the pro- 
gram year. 


As far as the national program of Christian 
education is concerned, we are not contem- 
plating any immediate change. We believe 
that the churches will still think of their 
program year as starting in the fall, doing 
their annual program planning in the late 
Spring or the Summer, and appointing their 
leaders to take office in the Sumer or 
Fall. 


It is not absolutely essential that the fis- 
cal year and the program year shall be the 
same. When they are different, however, it 
means that boards of Christian education 
will have to look ahead and envisage future 
budgetary needs. They will have to submit 
budget askings in the fall to undergird a 
program that does not start until the fiscal 
year is half over. 


PLAN TRI-JUBILEE CELEBRATIONS 


A "great cooperative program of witness and 
work" was approved in principle by repre- 
sentatives of the American, National and 
Southern Baptist Conventions meeting in 
Chicago, Illinois, December 8, it is an- 
mounced. This program would lead "up to a 
worthy celebration in 1964 of the third jub- 
ilee or 150th anniversary of organized Bap- 
tist work on the national level."

SURVEY BRINGS SURPRISE 


In December, 1954, the First Baptist Church 
of Sioux Falls, S. D., appointed a committee 
to determine conditions in the Sunday church 
school in regard to space and pupil accommo- 
dations. This committee called upon the 
state director of Christian education, Rev. 
Ray L. Schroder, to conduct a five-day 
Christian Education Survey, @ program de- 
signed by the American Baptist Convention. 
Following an intensive survey, Mr. Schroder 
reported his findings to the church. First 
of all, he discovered that, in spite of the 
fact that the church had just completed 
anew church edifice, conditions were al- 
ready so crowded that teachers could not do 
their best work. In some children's depart- 
ments, less than nine square feet per pupil 
was provided. 


Members of the church were surprised by a 
second of Mr. Schroder's discoveries. He 
revealed that there were three hundred ba- 
bies three years of age or under in the 
church's constituency. This indicated that 
the already crowded conditions in the nur — 
sery and other children's departments would 
soon be hopelessly over-crowded. 


As a result of the survey, the committee re- 
commended to the church the construction of 
anew wing in order to provide adequate fa- 
cilities for the church's teaching program. 


Many of our churches need todo what the 
First Baptist Church of Sioux Falls is do- 
ing: discover the human resources for which 
they have a responsibility, and to create 
the facilities that will make an adequate 
Christian teaching program possible. 


Many groups are aroused today by the need 
for new schools to provide our growing child 
population with a secular education. Is it 
not time for some of our churches to sense 
the need for expansion so we can provide 
these same children with an adequate Chris- 
tian education?

MISSIONARY AND STEWARDSHIP EDUCATION FOR CHILDREN 


Association Chairman 
Missionary and Stewardship Education 
for Children 


In the YBA program January is World Mission 
Month and February is Community Witness 
Month, All the churches in your Association 
should be hard at work in the School of Mis- 
sions. It is our hope that primary and 
junior boys and girls are having some inter- 
esting learning experiences as they, too, 
become acquainted with Indian Americans or 
with Baptist efforts to spread the gospel 
today. These mission study groups should be 
finished up during the second week of Feb- 
ruary, if a church is adhering closely to 
the weekly schedule of YBA. 


February is Community Witness Month. Here 
again there is opportunity of missionary 
presentations to primary and junior boys and 
girls. February is known as “America for 
Christ" month. 


In the Standard of Achievement for YBA the 
Standard V., World Mission, has as its first 
part: A. “Interpretation of three areas of 
our denominational program in all groups 
above the kindergarten." On page 23 of the 
Introduction in the YBA Workbook there is an 
explanatory section called "Interpretation 
of the Baptist World Mission." The third 
paragraph under this heading discusses the 
"America for Christ" Offering Project. 


Children's Materials: This 
dren's materials for the "America for 
Christ" Offering Project consist of two 
pieces, an offering container in the form of 
an Indian tepee, and a picture-story sheet.

How Used: Every primary and junior boy and 
girl should have a copy of the picture-story 
folder and an offering container. This pro- 
ject should be introduced on Sunday, Feb- 
ruary 12. Perhaps the department superinten- 
dent will tell a story or show some pictures 
such as those found in the picture album 
"World Friends: Indian Americans" or in 
"Making New Friends;" or she might use one 
of the filmstrips "Nonebah of the Navahos," 
"Peter Flying Eagle" to introduce the "“Amer- 
ica for Christ" Offering Project. On suc- 
ceeding Sundays the department superinten- 
dents will want to make further reference to 
the offering, reminding the primary and 
junior boys and girls of this new oppor- 
tunity to help share the gospel of Jesus 
Christ with Indian American boys and girls. 


The children should receive the picture- 


story folder and offering container to take 
home on Sunday, February 12, the day the of- 
fering project is introduced, so the stories 
can be shared with mothers and fathers and 
the whole family be a part of the child's 
part and interest in this program. 


How do churches get these materials: The 


"America for Christ" children's materials 
are sent in quantity to every church. The 
Chairman of Missionary and Stewardship Edu- 
cation for the church should distribute 
these materials to the Chairman of Chil- 
dren's Work who in turn passes them on to 
each department superintendent. 


The Sunday of the Offering: Sunday, February 


26, is the day most churches will be re- 
ceiving the “America for Christ" Offering. 
Primary and junior boys and girls should 
make their offering in their own department. 


Their offering should then be made a part of 


the offering of the whole church. Perhaps 
two from each of the departments could bring 
their offering in the worship service so 
that the boys and girls feel their offering 
is dedicated with the church offering. 


Additional Materials: If a church does not 
receive a sufficient quantity of children's 
picture-story folders and offering contain- 


ers, it should request additional supplies 
from the State or City Baptist office.

NEXT STEPS FOR

February. Most churches will be finishing 
their Graded Schools of Missions this month. 
Encourage church Committees on Missionary 
and Stewardship Education to evaluate their 
Schools. Suggestions for evaluation are in 
the Missionary and Stewardship Education 
section of the YBA WORKBOOK, M-19, 20, 21. 
This evaluation should guide the Committee 
in its plans for the following year. 


March. Remember that, if churches are to 
have trained teachers for their Schools of 
Missions next year, they should take advan- 
tage of training schools in the new mission 
study themes during the summer. Promote the 
attendance of one association officer, and 
at least one teacher from every church at 
the summer Missionary Conference nearest 
your church, or at Green Lake from August 
11-18. See the list in MISSIONS Magazine, 
January, 1956, page 34. 


If any of your churches are budget building 
this spring, encourage them to include an 
adequate amount in their Christian Education 
budget for missionary and stewardship books 
for the church library. One paper bound copy 
of the recommended new books, and guides for 
each age-group leader on both the new themes 
should run around $30.00.

been made aware of the Christian-education- 
chain which reaches from every church in the 
American Baptist Convention to the Associa- 
tion, to the (city or) state, to the nation- 
al Board of Education and Publication.

In the work of Christian education, the as- 
sociation, city or state, and national or- 
ganizations have been organized to serve the 
churches. True enough, it is not always 
necessary that the state or national channel 
through the association to serve the church- 
es. An area director, for exemple, is 
called upon to aid a particular church or 
the church may contact the national office 
for certain resources. Be that as it may, 
the association because of its proximity to 
the churches can carry out a continuing work 
to its churches better than a state or na- 
tional office can minister to hundreds or 
thousands of churches. 


In times which we hope are fast coming to an 
end, the association was the weakest link in 
the chain. Indeed, there was to be found 
- here and there a missing link. But the as- 
sociation is again considered a vital link 
in the chain. During YBA, links have been 


welded C{GU) together and we have evi- 


denced the vibrating of a wonderful Chris- 
tian fellowship as leaders have worked to- 
gether in a common cause. This bond exists 
‘between those who strive to strengthen the 
churches through developing a trained lead- 
ership which calls for a chairman of leader- 
ship education: 

-- in every church 
in every association 
-- in every city or state area 
in the national office.

AVATLABLE CAMP CONSULTATION SERVICE 


Now that the extensive field program for YBA 
is coming toa close, there will be addi- 
tional opportunities for consultation serv- 
ices in the field of camps and summer con- 
ferences. May we suggest the following 
steps: 


1. Guide your camp committee in an evalua- 

tion of your camp site and program. This 
should include careful consideration of pop- 
ulation growth in your area and the impli- 
cations for camp program expansion which 
this growth implies. 


2. An invitation to this Department for a 

session with your camping committee to 
discuss the problems involved in program and 
camp site expansion and development. 


5. An evaluation of your present camp fa- 
cilities by a joint committee of your 
area and this Department. 


4. A study of expansion of present facili- 
ties. 


5. Recommendation for the addition of new 
facilities. 


A request for -this consultative service 
should be made well in advance of your needs 
to assure adequate time for a careful con- 
sideration of your problems. 


Please note that a study of this kind will 
take considerable time, and the camping com- 
mittee should plen to give an adequate a- 
mount of time for this study. It would be 
suggested that the committee plan at least 
en afternoon and evening session for a con- 
sideration of the site and program at the 
time when the director is invited to meet 
with the committee.

Since it represents a 
quantity purchase beyond the regular avail- 
able discount, we are seeking to discover 
those who wish to purchase the cameras so 
that we might buy the largest number and get 
the maximum discount. The discount repre- 
sents approximately 33% on the list price 
and can be made available through purchase 
from this office of the Rolleicord and 
Rolleiflex: the Rolleicord, Model 5; the 
Automatic Rolleiflex, F:3.5; and the Auto- 
matic Rolleiflex, 2.8d. Other equipment such 
as tripods and flash equipment are available 
at a standard 20% discount. 


This Department is rendering this service in 
order to encourage the best possible job of 
public relations as far as photography is 
concerned. You can not buy a better camera 
than those mentioned at anywhere near this 
cost. 


There is an added reason for the use of this 
camera in that a recent adjustment in mask- 
ings makes it available to use this camera 
for projection in a standard 2 by 2 projec- 
tor. This makes the Rolleiflex one of the 
finest color cameras now available, and the 
print size projected on the screen is much 
larger than the standard 35mm size normally 
found in the average transparency. The pro- 
jected picture is square in size and fills a 
total area of a screen, and by its use you 
do not have the problem usually attending 


the projection of the vertical and horizon- 
tal 35mm transparencies.

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THE YBA IN GILDFORD, MONTANA * 
by Rev. Eugene H. Boggess 


The YBA program has done and is doing much 
to revitalize the First Baptist Church in 
Gildford, Montana. Gildford is a farming 
community of about 250 people. It is the 
only church in the town and has a resident 
membership of forty-five. Some of the 
church's best leadership was appointed to 
form the YBA Committee. They took their job 
seriously following as closely as possible 
all the suggestions. in the manual. 


When the time for the Every Family Rnlist- 
ment came, visitors were selected and train- 
ed--the book said to do it, but no one 
thought too much would be accomplished. 


What happened? The attendance at Sunday 
School almost doubled. The average for Oc- 
tober, November, and December a year ago was 
forty-five, and the average this year is 
eighty-five. Even if there had been no in- 
crease in attendance, the encouragement that 
was given the visitors (who approached their 
job with more than a few misgivings) would 
have made this project worth-while. 


One couple testified, "Going into the homes 
of our friends and talking about Christ and 
the church is one of the richest blessings 
that has ever come to us. We always thought 
visiting was for the preacher and his wife." 


Although YBA is not a fund-raising program, 
the missionary goal through the Unified Bud- 
get has been met without any problems, the 
World Fellowship Offering increased about 
500% (to $547.86), and there has been a sub- 
stantial increase in the Sunday morning of- 
ferings. >

for the first time with about 85% of the 
teachers and officers participating. 


With the new enthusiasm and better prepara- 
tion on the part of the teachers, there has 
been better attentiveness and better partic- 
ipation on the part of the pupils. 


Two new classes have been started to accom 
modate the increase and fill the gaps in the 
age groups -- a young adult class and a high 
school class. YBA has been instrumental in 
reaching people who are now teachers in the 
church school who formerly were not partici- 
pating at all.

FOR THE CHAIRMEN OF ASSOCIATION COMMITTEES 


The fifth and final Cluster Training Confer- 
ence should be an inspirational and climatic 
occasion. The program will feature two 
film-strips, TEACH CHRIST NOW, and LETTERS 
TO AN AREA DIRECTOR. The first of these 
films will motivate our leaders to enlist 
and train new leaders, and reach the un- 
reached. The second film, LETTERS TO AN 
AREA DIRECTOR, pictures the experiences that 
two churches have had with the YBA program, 
and leads into a discussion of "What shall 
we do next year?" 


Suggested program helps for 1956-57 will be 
provided for each of six members of local 
church boards of Christian education.

The 
six booklets will contain specific sugges- 
tions for Children's Work, Youth Work, Adult 
Work, Missionary and Stewardship Education, 
Leadership Education, and for the Chairman 
of the Board. 


Because the final Cluster will be challeng- 
ing and inspirational, and will provide sug- 


gestions for the local church program in 
1956-57, it is recommended that wherever 
feasible, all churches within the associa- 


tion which have not been participating in 
the YBA be invited to send representatives 
to the fifth Cluster. It would be most 
helpful if these non-YBA churches were to 
send as many as eight representatives, in- 
cluding the pastor, superintendent, chairman 
of the board, and persons representing the 
five areas of work. 


THE ANNUAL REPORTS 


We are anxious to secure as far as humanly 
possible, complete reports on Christian edu- 
cation from the churches this year. And 
this means both the YBA and the non-YBA 
churches. The important task of collecting 
the data has been placed in the hands of the 
association committees on Christian educa- 
tion. The success of this undertaking in 
your association will depend largely upon 
whether you, the chairman, will keep in 
touch with your association committee mem- 
bers, and see that the various deadlines are 
met. All of these deadline dates are in- 
cluded in the MESSAGE TO MEMBERS OF ASSOCIA- 
TION COMMITTEES, a copy of which is in your 
possession. This is a tremendous undertak- 
ing, but have in mind that not only is the 
data of significant value, but it is a val- 
uable educational experience for leaders in 
the churches to check their accomplishments 
against the total possibilities.
